New Violence,

WASHINGTON (AP) - There 


arc three times as many unenv 
ployed teen-agers as there are 
any other classification of job 
seekers and they are 
largely 


responsible for a rise in unem- 
ployment in August to 5.1 per 
cent. 


For 
the first 
time in 54 


months 
unemployment 
had 


dropped in July to below 5 per 
cent. But the decline to 4.9 per 
cent was wiped out when the 
usual drop in teen-age unenv 
ployment in 
August failed to 


materialize last month. 


Heads of families and other 


adults continued a tthe lowest 
level of joblessness in seven 
years. And the number of unem- 
ployed actually dropped by 160,-.

What sent the seasonally ad- 


justed jobless rate up again was 
that teen-age joblessness usual- 
ly declines 200,000 in August — 
40,000 more than the case this 
year.

Two Named 
as Slayer 
of Negro

DANIELSVILLE, Oa. (AP) - 


Two white men 
have been 


named in a statement as the 
killers of Negro educator Lem- 
uel Penn. The statement was 
read in court over vigorous ob- 
jections of their attorney. 


The FBI said the statement, 


read Wednesday at the trial of 
Joseph Howard Sims and Cecil 
William Myers, was signed by 
James S. Lackey, one of four 
men charged in the slaying. 


Penn, of Washington, D.C., 


was shot to death early July 11 
as he drove through north Geor- 
gia with two companions. 


Although Lackey has repudiat- 


ed the statement, it was admit- 
ted as evidence by Superior 
Court Judge Carey Skelton aft- 
er an hours-long legal battle be- 
tween defense attorney James 
Hudson and a special prosecu- 
tor, Jeff Wayne. 


As Wayne read the statement, 


the courtroom became deathly 
silent. The jury of white men 
listened impassively. 


At one point, Wayne quoted: 


"Both Sims and Myers 
fired 


shotguns into the Negroes' car." 


Myers' 
wife, expecting 
a 


fourth child at any time, burst 
into tears. She and Sims' moth- 
er sobbed: Several other women 
seated nearby began to cry. 


Lackey, who faces trial later, 


was quoted as saying he "had 
no idea they would really shoot 
the Negro and was very 
sur- 


prised when two shots were 
fired." 


Clete Johnson, the state pros- 


ecutor, was asked later by a re- 
porter if the statement would 
serve to reduce the charge of 
murder against Lackey. 
He 


said, "No, he's subject to the 
same penalty as the others." 


In a surprise move, state at- 


torneys dropped charges against 
the fourth defendant — Herbert 
Guest — and called him to the 
stand as a prosecution witness. 


Guest insisted he could not 


remember giving a statement to 
the FBI about the slaying. 


Guest still faces a federal con- 


spiracy charge under the civil 
rights law. •
